UNVERSITY MUST
BY AL EXPENSES

Unique Decision Handed Down
and Virginia Institution
Takes Appeal,

[Speelal to The TImes-Dispatch.]

DOSTON, MASS, October 15.—By a
rather unlque decislon handed down
in the Superior Court of thls city, the
University of Virginia, through itz
rector and board of trustees, must poy
to Bentley W. Warren and olhers,
trustees, acting ng executors under the
will of Arthur W. Austin, the expenses
fncurred by them in digsburzing the
money which comes from an annuity
of $25,000 purchased from the Massa-
chusetts Hospital Life Insurance Com-
pany, of Boston, for the testator's son,
henry W. Austin,

The ¢ase has heen in the courts for
o long perlod, but notwithstanding the
deecislon In the Superlior Courf, attor-
neys acting for the University of Vir-
glinin have taken an appeal to the Su-
preme Court, where the ecase will ap-
pear for a hearing in the near futute,

When Arthur W. Austin dled he lert
the bulk of his estate to tha Virglnia
institution. Aside from an
